McCoy said he had "walked 
it and driven it" and It is only 
six-tenths of a mile bvA it Is 



hazardous because of the "rol- 
ler o)aster" spots whidi dip 
as much as four to six feet.

The Maureen Casey produc- 
tion of "Cabaret" pulls In some 
(A the area's most talented 
performers, both onstage and 
backstage, and this talent is 
perhaps the show's saving 
grace. Their sheer deter- 
mination to make it good does 
make it enjoyable. 

The enormity of the stage 
Is perhayps the biggest draw- 
back.... the singers, dancers, 
actors and microscopic sets 
are lost In the vastness and the 
set changes are severely ham- 
pered by the mere width of the 
stage. There reportedly were 
more sets until last minute 
decisions left them sitUr^ at 
ttie wayside. The decision- 
makers might do well to 
reconsider this move... Jar 
better to fill up that empty 
space with something so that 
scurrying performers can get 
to the wings without holding up 
the next scene. 

These are technical problems 
that will be worked out, how- 
ever; the main point of Interest 
is the show Itself.

There are some disappoint- 
ments.

On July 2, 1776, the resolution for Independence, drafted 
by Richard Henry Lee of Virginia, was adopted by a committee 
including John Adams. On July 4th in Philadelphia the Declara- 
tion of Independence was agreed to, engrossed, signed by J(^ 
Hancodc, and sent to the legislatures of the States. A total 
of 56 members of the Continental Congress signed the Declara- 
tion representing the original 13 states. 

Will Americans this year be celebrating Independence Day 
in the tradition prophesied by John Adams, or will it just 
be a glorified four-day weekend ending in about 500 deaths 
on the highways? 

Independence Day and Christmas were two dates Congress 
did not trifle with when it created the Monday hoUdqrs to 
provide for long weekends. July 4th and December 25tb 
remain sacred. 

We are su^xised to celebrate our Independence from Britain, 
but the British have a way of creeping back. The new Presidem 
of the American Newspaper Women's Club sWorn in by U.S.I.A.

Navy's carrier force, he said, 
ttie Rusiriao fle^ oirtstrips ttn 
Amerlcu navy in every lo|^- 
ttcal and strategic category.

Whitehurst encourages peace- 
ful, reasonable dissent, but 
coiulemns the "loudmouths and 
hotheads (wbo) pre-empt the 
headlines and television 
screen." 

Speaking before graduates oi 
Virginia Wesleyan College two 
weeks ago, he offered his owp 
formula for a {ffogressive, non- 
violent sodety. 

"We have plenty of debat- 
ers," he said, "plenty of 
blamers, plenty of provoca- 
teurs, plenty of people who 
treat public affairs as an op- 
portunity for personal catharsis 
or glorification. We don't have 
plenty of problem solvers." 

Whitehurst was elected to 
solve his constituents' prob- 
lems. Residents of the Beach 
will wait to see how he handles 
theirs.

Violation of What? 



At least throe young people in 
this city have been penalized, 
both In embarrassement and In 
fundi, for appearing In Munlcl- 
pol Court without shoes. And 
there may be other cases. In 
most Instances the young people 
were not in court to appear be- 
fore the bench. They were 
among the spectators. 

If the courts In this city have 
established a code of dress 
certainly it has not been known. 
There are no posted signs. 
There have been no public 
notices. There was, In fact, no 
way for those young people to 
know they were violating any 
rule until they were slapped with 
a warrant and fined. They were 
not even given the courtesy of a 
warning. 

Such decisions, it appears, 
depend solely on the whims of 
the judge. He may not like 
pants suits. So the wearer is 
fined. He may not like a man's 
open collar or a knit shirt. 
Hence, more fines. And heaven 
help the poor unsuspecting fe- 
male who wears hot pants outfit, 
regardless of how respectable 
it might be. 

Some things are prohibited in 
court— smoking and cameras, 
for Instance— but these are 
known and adhered to. But to 



expect citizens, especially 
young citizens, to just know what 
should or should not be worn is 
ridiculous. And to fine them for 
failing to abide by a set of rules 
that don't exist is a violation of 
their American rights. This is 
a very poor way to gain, or 
retain, respect for law and 
order and Justice among the 
young people where respect is 
so badly needed. 

This is a resort city. The 
restaurants, the offices, even 
the more exclusive shops are 
patronized and staffed by the 
casually dressed. And unshod 
feet are far from unusual. 
There may or may not have 
been barefeet youngsters In 
church. Chances are there have 
not been simply because people 
have been associated with the 
church most of their lives and 
have established their own pre- 
ferred dress In a house of God. 
But it Is doubtful that a barefoot 
person would be called before 
the alter and made to pay for 
such a' "sin". 

A court Is a house of law, 
not a house of God. Truth and 
iustlce must prevail In each— 
and prejudices must be set 
aside— If they are to aid and 
guide humanity as they are in- 
tended. Injustice lias no place. 
Anywhere. 



Every Day Counts 



It is a frightening thing when 
health officials tell City Coun- 
cil that raw sewage from an 
overloaded private sewage sys- 
tem Is dumping Into the city's 
ditches and eventually flowing 
into the Lynnhaven River. 

And the only thing council 
can do is seek an injunction 
against an apartment complex 
owner to keep him from renting 
apartments in the area until 
the utility company makes im- 
provements to the pumping 
station and sewer lines. 

This may prevent any further 
stress on the overloaded lines, 
but it doesn't halt the flow 
that already exists. So the 
sewage keeps moricing its way 
Into the river which produces 
some of the world's greatest 
oysters, a river with one branch 
already so polluted the oysters 
In some sections are unmarket- 
able. 

If the responsibility of forcing 

this compony to make the neces- 
sary Improvements rests solely 
with the State Water Control 
Board, then surely pressure can 
be applied somewhere to get 
quicker action from the State. 
The apartment builder ob- 
viously madethe wrong decision 



respected health officials testi- 
fy that raw sewage Is dumping 
Into a ditch In the Pocahontas 
Village area, that it is moving

off because of sewage backup. 
This Is a deplorable situation, 
a situation this city should not 
be made to accept.

Youth's Life 

Young Steven Rinehart died 
last Thursday morning from 
medical complications after 
surviving being submerged for 
five minutes in waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean* 

Rinehart, 16, of Oxon Hill, 
Md., was recovered from the 
ocean off 20th Street about 9 
a.m. Sunday morning by life 
guanls after submerging wMle 
swimming with friends. Al- 
though he appeared to be in a 
"lifeless" condition when he 
was recovered he was revived 
through the combined efforts of 
life guards and rescue squads- 
men. 

He remained in the intensive 
medical care unit of Virginia 
Beach hospital from Sundi^ 
morning until his death four 
days later. Hospital officials 
indicated that while Rinehart 
regained the ability to breath 
under his own power he never 
regained consciousness. 

Doctor^and medical officials 
said it was extremely unusual 
for an Individual who had been 
under water the length of time 
Rinehart had to survive the 
experience.

"amateur radio frequencies" 
to a base station at the Hos- 
pitality House. 

The base station has the cm>- 
ability of connecting phone lines 
to radio equipment, thus per- 
mitting servicemen to converse 
with their families at any point 
in tiie United States. 
' Present plans will permit 
servicemen to establish radio 
contact with the base station, 
relay the name and phone num- 
ber of the person they wish to 
speak to, and be provided witti 
three minutes of time at no 
expense to any of the partiM 
involved. The "base stra^ 
will be manned for operations 
only at night, seven days a 
week, at the present time, how- 
ever it is hoped this can be 
expanded in the future.

The Cavalier Dinner 
Playhouse's presentation of 
'Fiddler on the Roof" is so good 
it's a nightmare. A reviewer's 
nightmare. How can a revleww 
write convincing co|^ about a 
show when there's nothing to 
criticize? And who is going to 
believe the review when all it 
says is "beautiful," 
"great," "magnificent." 
•perfect." etc? 

But that's the way it ia with 
•Fiddler" so why try to be 
professimially sophisticated and 
find fault when there is no fault! 
Never have I seen a show on a 
local stage as beautifully done 
as this one. It truly is flawless, 
from the simplicity of the sets to 
the excellent choreography and 
musical direction to the un- 
believably talented cast. 

Of course the Cavalier 
troopers had a beautiful vehicle 
with which to work. 'Fiddler' is 
a simple story about a simple 
people, woven together with 
such glorious music as 
• Tradition," 'If 1 Were A Rich 
Man. " "To Life." 'Do You 
Love Me " and many others. 

The plot revolves around 
Tevye. the dairyman, his wife. 
Golde, and his four lovely 
daughters. Tzeitel, Hodel, 
Chava, Shprintze, but the 
townspeople of the small 
Russian village Anatevka are 
equally important to the show. 
The time is 1906 and Russia is on 
the brink of a revolution but 
Tevye and his friends are 
oblivious to the troubled times. 
They live only within the 
boundaries of their Jewish 
traditions; they are ignorant of 
the pressures in the world 
outside their small village. 
When the troopers descend upon 
them they must finally face life 
and tragedy. 

Tevye is a man long to be 
remembered. He is harsh at 
times, as he struggled to 
maiiHaine the cherished position 
of head of his househok) of 
women. Yet he is warm and 
tender and sensitive as he sees 
his beloved daughters marry^ 
men he did not chose for them. . * 
a flagrant violation of tradition. 
Into this roll steps Josh Barry, 
breathing iitto the character the 
homespun quality that makes 
tWye so slncerdy gentle, so 
lovably awkward. It is a 
monorable >)rtrayal, one so 
memorable it may haunt Barry 
for many years; those who see

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Earnings from summer jobs 
may affect monthly payments 
for student social security 
beneficaries, according to Mr. 
Teets, Social Security manager 
in Norfolk. 

Over 4 million young people 
collect monthly social security 
benefits as children of retired, 
disabled, or de<%a8ed workers. 
Many of these young benefici- 
arles will spend the summer 
school vacation working, Teet 
said. 

"The amount students earn 
can have in in^ortaot effect 
(tt their benefits," Teets said. 
"If total earnings for the year- 
including parttime and summer 
work-are more than $1,680, 
social security benefits are re- 
duced. But student bene- 
ficiaries can receive full 
benefits for any month in which 
they do not earn more than 

$140.'V 

Student beneficiaries whose 
yearly earnings top $1,680 will 
have $1 of benefits withheld 
for every $2 they earn from 
$1,680 up to $2,880. Above 
yearly earnings of $2,880 $1 
in benefits is withheld for every 
$1 earned. 

The majority of student bene- 
ficiaries probably will not earn 
over $1,680 worldng only during 
the summer vacation, Teets 
said. "But a beneficiary's 
earnings could easily exceed 
$1,680 if he also works part 
time throuf^ut the school

"Before you, a proposal lies 
from "the Insurance Rating 
Board of New York asking you

"Savings are on the horizon 
for the driving public In Mass- 
achusetts slowing the climb of 
insurance rates. 

"A great feature of such plans 
now umler way also in Delaware 
and Puerto Rico, Is that they 
save money because much of the 
legal action which now follows 
comparatively minor accidents 
Is eliminated. Legal and ad- 
justing fees, according to a 
recent Congression report, 
consume more than 25 cents of 
every insurance dollar. 

"None of us here want to

A psnel olfour Federal judges laitweek 
decreed that over twenty-nine thousand 
Virginia Beach residents should be without 
representation in the State House of 
Ddogatea and some for^ thousand would 
vMes the same fate in the State Senate. 
Four men took these thousands of people 
and placed them with the Norfolk 
population to "supposedly eliminate 
discriminatiMi in the State's pr(H[»sed 
reepportionm«it plan. 

This is the most vile discrimination to 
date. It is, in fact, annexation of an entire 
borough of this city into the political mire of 
Norfolk, the syphoning off of thousands of 
Virginia Beach peoirie who will have no 
opportunity to vote for repmentadves 
primarily interested in Virginia Beach. 
People in Bayside Borough now have little 
vok;ie in General Assembly actions af- 
fecting ttidr own city. 

This is a dty of over one huncbvd and 
seventy-two thousand pe<^e.

The conflict of interest quedion has become such an issue thst i 
some state Bar Associations and state siqremc courts have adopted j 
a new ABA (American Bar AsaodaUon) code d proftedond i 
responsibility which includes Uie fdtowing rertridion: "A ] 
LAWYER WHO ASSUMES A JUDICTAL. LEGISLATIVE, OR' ] 
PUBLIC EXECUTIVE OR ADMINISTRATIVE POST OR OFFICE 
SHALL NOT PERMIT HIS NAME TO REMAIN IN THE NAME OF 
A LAW FIRM OR TO BE USED IN PROFESSIONAL NOTICES OF 
THE FIRM DURING ANY SIGNIFICANT PERIOD IN WHICH HE 
IS NOT ACTIVELY AND REGULARLY PRACTiaNG LAW AS A 
MEMBER OF THE FIRM. AND DURING SUCH PERIODS OTHER 
MEMBERS OF THE FIRM SHALL NOT USE HIS NAME IN THE

The Bobby Bako- case (Senate Majority Secrdary Robert 
Baker ) in recent years has brought this legd conflid of intersd Ido 
the lime light. 

The admissiwi by forma- Senator Edward V. Long, D-Mo., that 
about $45,000 in "rderral fees" was paid to his law firm by a St. 
Louis lawyer for the Teamsters helped bring this situation to tt» 
attention of the public. 

During the Bobby Baker case it was dlsdosed Uuit die law firm of 
Rep. Cdler's DN.Y., paid Baker a 12,500 "fowarding Ue" for 
havit^ rderred a corporate dient to it. 

Since our law mako's have a big hand in ttie making d our laws, 
and since they have clients who are conoemed by these laws, it is 
quite possible that conflids of iderest coukl come up.

While some members of Congress and the legislatures have 
eased out of their practice in recent years, many continue feeding 
out of bdh trou^.

But it was dif- 
ficult to secure information on 
the American lotus because it 
had become so rare. 

"All at once I began to recdve 
letters in reply to all those I sent 
wit. I found out that at one time 
the flower grew in profuston 
from Ontario to Florida and as 
far west as Nebraska. It was a 
staple food of the Indians who 
ate the starchy tubers and 
seed."

Tillman had already tied 
Jones hands together, according 
to Woody, and at this point made 
a "garrot" out of a piece of line 
which he (Tillman) dropped 
over Jones' head around his 
neck then lashing the end to the 
edge of the cabin and pulled it 
tight around Jones' throat. 

These actions were visible to 
Mrs. Jones, according to Woody, 
who was sitting in the cabin 
area. 

In answer to his Question as to 
what Tillman thought he was 
doing, according to Woody, he 
said he was 'going to sell this 
boat to Diaz" Tillman entered 
the cabin to bind Mrs. Jones and 
place a handkerchief over her 
eyes to prevent her fron seeing 
what was happening. 

When Tillman returned to the 
deck, Woody continued, Jones 
was less secure as a result of the 
trimaran's movements and he 
(Tillman) put his foot on Jones' 
neck and pushed down "and he 
(Jones) didn't have a chance." 
Woody said he became sick 
from witnessing what was 
happening and began vomiting, 
and was having difficulty 
breathing d^ to an asthma 
attack. 

Woody added in describing 
Tillman's actions "The whole 
time he's doing this, he's 
clicking his hawkbill knife and 
laughing about it. Says all of 
them ought to be dead. They had 
the world for 6000 years and the 
black man is going to take it 
back. I says, 'That's Moslem 
crap. . . .1 don't want no part of 
if." 

At this point Tillman, Woody 
C(^inued, went below to use the 
bathroom. Woody said he fired 
two flares into the air in hopes of 
attracting help from any boat in 
the area but was unsuccessful. 
When Tillman returned to the 
deck, Woody said, he became 
involved in sailing the "Skat", 
and he (Woody) slipped into the 
cabin and untied Mrs. Jones and 
gave her a life preserver and 
told her Tillman intended to 
"cut her throat". 

Woody said Tillman then 
ordered him to bring Mrs. Jones 
onto the deck but he refused, and 
Tillman brou^t her up. When 
she lost her footing, according to 
Woody, Tillman grabbed her by 
the tlffoat. 

Woody's statement here in- 
dicated "stw didn't fight, she 
didn't do nothir^, she just folded 
her hands and he just choked 
her. She didn't even say nothing 
or didn't do nothing. After he 
killed her he put a rope in her 
feet and put her handbag on it 
and then hooked it onto Mr. 
Jones." 

The statement then indicates 
it was at this point whoi Jones 
was secured to an anchor and 
tlirown overboard. 

Woody answered questions as 
to why he did not attem{4 to stop 
Tillman by statements that he 
was fearful for his own life and 
that Tillman had a long knife. 

He also testified this feat for 
his <own life, coupled with

Woody said Tillman agreed to 
si^ a statement clearing him 
(Woody). Woody said he drew 
up the statement on a piece of 
paper, and because they were 
quartered in different sections 
of the jail, sent it to Tillman by 
means of a trustee identified as 
Richard Paul Davis, who 
returned about 15 minutes later 
with Tillman's signature on the 
statement. 

The statement was read into 
the court records . It was dated 
Oct. 10. 1970, addressed to law 
enforcement officials, and read 
in part: 

"Robert is innocent. I want it 
known to the court Robert Lee 
Woody is innocent did not take 
part, did not iiave knowledge 
until it was going on. . . .1 kept 
him quiet by threat on him and 
his daughter. . Robert Lee 
Woody is innocent." 

During his testimony Woody 
also stated that a jailer, iden- 
tified as Frank D'Angelo, wit- 
nessed a conversation between 

Woody and Tillman during 
which Tillman "would swear I 
(Woody) had nothing to do with 
the death of Mr. and Mrs. Sam 
Jones."

Two {Tivate citizens appeared before City 
Coimcil Mondajr on tvio unrelated mattors 
but their requesU cerUinly should maice 
coincil realiie that th«re must be recon- 
sideration of some of our ordinance. 

Mr. Henry KeelU^ proposed > that a 
committee be fc^rmed to study the possibility 
of establishing laws under which this city 
might control and correct air and water 
pollution. 

The city is apparently helpless in 
correcting such matters as overftowing 
septic Unks and overloaded private utility 
Unei. The city apparently can do nothing 
w^en it sees its own waterways being 
destroyed, its shellfish condemned. 

But for another citizen, Reverend George 
Stalliflgs of First Colonial Baptist Church, it 
was quite another matter. He om»sed sich 
ortfinanees as ttie anti-litter ordinance which 
he wdd deprhm Virginia Beach citizens of 
their Cnistitutional right to freedom of 
press, rdigion and speech. The minister and 
one of his young workers wen jailed under 
this ordinance last week because th^ were 
distributing religious pamphlets, which 
might become litter. 

In one situation, there are no laws for 
protection of our environment nr our health. 
In the other situation law is so sbrict it does 
not even allow distribution of religious 
material. 

This city continues to receive adverse 



putdicity because of its rather lopsided views 
of what is ri^t and what is wrong. One of the 
saddest things to happen was the con- 
demnation of the Western Branch of the 
Lynnhaven River, a deplorable situation 
which did not happen over night. Yet, 
nothii^ was done to stop a situation officials 
have tenown about iw years. How can we. . 
all of us. . .be so blind, so apathetic to let 
such a tragic thing happoi? Mr. Keeling 
commented that he shared the blame; 
Councilman Reid Ervin commented that 
"we all share the blame". True, everyone 
wlw knew about the gradual pollution should 
have fought in every way possible to keep it 
from happ«iing. Just as Reverend Stallings 
is fighting to tving into balance those laws 
which persecute and deprive rather than 
protect and control. 

If this city would direct its attention 
toward the important matters, such as or- 
derly devetopment, anti-pollution, a solution 
to the pressing school (X-oblem, b^ter 
sewage, a cit^ water system and a few other 
little* items like that, rather than arresting 
visitors for sleeping in cars, young people 
witnessing for Christ, and ministers for 
operating a church without a use permit or 
distributing religious literature, then 
Virginia Beach would be a much bigger city 
. .in spirit and in heart if not in size. 

Virginia Beach can ill afford the publicity 
it's receiving for these things. But it cer- 
tainly deserves it. 



Proceed Wifh Caution 



Young people have been given the right to 
vote, not just in federal elections but in all 
elections. And rightfully so. if they are to 
f i^ the wars their political leaders involve 
ipiilifiNiatiy in, tbm tiioM who cfaaace to loM 
'^ the moit-tbelr Uves-sureiy are entitled to a 
voice in electing those leaders. 

On the other hand, it is a grave respon- 
sibility, one which must not be taken lightly. 
Hopefully, the young people will recognize 
this and will make it their duty, as 
Amerteans, to know each candidate to the 
best of their aUUty, not just vote blindly 
without knowledge of the man. 

Youth has been crying out for a voice in the 
shaping of their country, believing their 
eklers have failed them. And maybe they 
have. But shaping the country ii more than 
voting for the candidate who uses mari^ana 
as his platform or stressing welfare reforms 
that provide c«itinuii« funds for those who 
make no eftori. It is more than a candhUto 
who knows the right thing to wear, the 
correct way to turn and the proper thing to 
say. ft is more than burning down campus 



buildings and running rampant through the 
streets of our nation's capitol. 

Responsibility separates the man from 
the boy. The man accepts it, struggles with 
itaMlesitafld, finaUy, cooquenk. The boy 
ignores it then grows defiant because he 
cannot cope with it. 

The boy, eighteen years of age and over, 
now has the responsibility of voting. He can 
ignore it, true, and continue to rebel because 
he doesn't like what is happening to his 
country. Or he can be the man the law now 
decrees him. to be and exercise his American 
right. . .providing he fully understands for 
whom, and for what, he is voting. 

This law will undoubtedly have great 
impact on this country's future. It is the 
answer to the rebel's cry. He is no longer the 
forgotten American, he can now express 
himsdf politically without violence and 
destructim. If he will register, study his 
candidate and vote, he will become a 
maUire, responsible American. Youth needs 
such maturity.

Robert Lee Woody has been 
convicted of second degree 
murder in iho death of Samuel 
W. Jones, Sr.. by a Circuit Court 
jury which fixed his punishment 
at eight years in prison. 

Woody. 33, was charged, along 
with Fayette Tillman, Jr., 38, 
both of Norfolk with murdor 
shortly after the bodies of Jones 
and his 49-year-old wife, Jane, 
were found tied together floating 
a short distance off the Little 
Creek Jetties last September 8. 

Testimony during Woody's 
trial indicated the cou[de was 
bound and strangled to death, 
tied together, lashed to a small 
boat anchor, and thrown 
overboard last Labor Day 
weekend when they took two 
prospective buyers for their 30- 
foot three-hulled trimaran for a 
trip on the craft into Chesapeake 
Bay. Woody and Tillman were 
ideraified in court as these 
"prospective buyers". 

The seven man five woman 
jury returned their verdict last 
Thursday night at 7:32 p.m. 
after deliberating the trial's four 
days of testimony for ap- 
proximately seven hours. 

The jury received the case at 
10:15 a.m. and remained closed 
behind closed doors until 
reaching their verdict, with the 
exertion of an hour lunch 
period and two brief periods 
devoted to dariying legal points 
with Judge Robert S. Wahab, Jr. 

Thetr^ deliberation was 
marked at times by "heated" 
verbal exchanges which were 
partially audible through the 
door of the room in which they 
were confined. 

At 1:05 p.m. the jury, through 
their foreman S. G. Mitchell, 
asked Wahab if Tillman could be 
incriminated through their 
considerati(Mi of a statement 
which he purportedly signed 
©toner ating Woody of any 
blame in Jones' death. 

This statement was rqiortedly 
written by Woody on Tillman's 
instructions while they were 
both confined to City Jail 
awaiting trial. It was used, 
along with a 44 page type written 
statenent which Woo^y gave 
police shortly after his arrest 
pladng the blame on Tillman for 
Jones killing, to attempt to clear 
Woody of any blame for Jones 
death. 

Judge Wahab instructed the 
jury they ^uld not concern 
thonseives with Tillman in their 
deliberation of the trial of 
Woody. 

At 7:12 p.m. Wahab again 
summoned the jw to the 
courtroom to inquire on their 
progress and was informed by 
foreman Mitchell they appeared 
to be "deadlocked". 

Wahab reminded the jury that 
their verdict must be 
unanimous. He also instructed 
them that while it was highly 
improbable that each juror "had 
the same view at the outset of 



deliberations it is the duty of 
each juror to discuss the views 
of other jurors" to reach a 
unamious verdict. Wahab 
pointed out however this move 
should not be taken "at the 
sacrifice of any juror's con- 
scientious convictions ". 

The jury returned at 7 : 32 p. m. 
with it's verdict of Woody's guilt 
of second degree murder with 
jwnishment fixed at eight years. 

Defense attorney Stanley E. 
Sachs requested Judge Wahab 
set the vercBct aside on grounds 
of being contrary to law and 
evidence, and that sufficient 
evidence had not been jM-esented 
to support Woody's conviction. 

Wahab agreed he would hear 
arguments on Sachs' motion at a 
later date and instructed Sach 
and Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans to compile their 
arguments on the motion. 

When the guilty verdict was 
returned Woody slumped over 
supporting his head with his 
ri^t hand looking at the floor. 
He remained in this position, 
and sobbed quietly, while his 
attorney entered the motion to 
set aside the verdict. 

Woody was remanded by 
Judge Wahab to custody ofthe

Nick Larry Gonzalez of 
Norfdk has earned the dubious 
honor of beir^ the first artist to 
be arrested through disfriaying 
an examine of his talents during 
the annual Virginia Beach 
Boardwalk Art SiMw. 

Gonzalex, 26, of Oorpax 
Avenue, was arrested at Uth 
Street and oceanfront last Fri- 
day afternoon followir^ com- 
plaints over the contents of 
his rendition of "fence-board 
graffiti". 

He was charged under a 
portion of the State Code which 
refers to the possession, public 
display, and/ or attempt to sdl 
material which is considered to 
be obscene. 

Gonzalez said his difficulties 
began last Thursday shortly 
after judges had marked his 
eidiibit, consisting of several 
pointings aqd t^her works of art, 
with a marker which indicated 
"one painting in this exhibit has 
been sdected fa- judging". This 
meant th^t Gonzalez had been 
gven the qyportunity to com- 

Cte with other artists for top 
nors in the Boardwalk Art 
Sliow. 

Shortly thereafto-, according 
to Gonzalex, he was informed 
numerous complaints had been 
received concerning the 
language which appeared in his 
work. He laid ttie painting was 
r«no\«d from ttw Boardwalk 



and taken to the 13th Street Art 
Show office where it remained 
until Friday mornii^, at wNch 
time it was again placed on 
pt^lic display. 

Mrs. Louise Strole. art show 
general chairman, was joined 
by police Friday morning in 
urging Gtmzalez to remove 
the painting from public dis- 
|day or face possible arrest. 

Gonzalez indicated he had 
l)een informed by show judges 
that the painting was not ob- 
scene, however he was informed 
by Mrs. Strole that the City 
Attorney informed her and 
police that he had viewed the 
painting and it had been 
declared obscene. 

Gonzalez said he "felt I 
couldn't remove.lt (ttie pain- 
ting) i)ecause of his personal 
convictions" and he was 
arreirted and takoi, along with 
his works of art, to the 2nd 
Police Precinct. He was 
rdeased v^thin a short time 
after the j^ing of a $200 bond, 
raised throu^ the assistance of 
friends. He is scheduled to enter 
Municipal Court on the charges 
on Friday, July 30. 

Sati^day authorities Indicated 
Gonzalez returned to his 
assigned area of the Boardwalk 
to display his art work. The 
controversial painting was 
among items on display, 
however the off «uive words had 
been blocked wi.

Enforcing Something Else !

"A police officer on the street, 
every time he gets ready to 
make an arrest, can't determine 
the constitutionality -of or- 
dinances. We have our opinions 
but would be second guessing 
Qie courts." 

This statement was made by 
Police Chief Col. W.W. Davis in 
ih% wake of a court decision 
which struck down the city's 
anti-litter law, the ehforcement 
of which recently resulted in the 
arrest and conviction of several 
persons fn* distribution of a 
newspaper and religious 
material. 

Circuit Court Judge Robert S. 
Wahab, Jr., has ruled the or- 
dinance is cOTtrary to the First 
Amendmem, which guarantee 
freedom of the {s-ess and of 



speech and is therefore un- 
constitutional. 

Judge Wahab issued the ruling 
during the appeal of two Navy 
men attached to Oceana Naval 
Air Station, Lawrence A. Gray, 
23. and Stephen C. Jones, 20, who 
were convicted last April in 
Municipal Court under 
provisions of the or- 
dinance. Each was fined $100 and 
given a suspended lO-day jail 
sentence. They had been 
arrested for distributing copies 
of an anti-war newspaper, 
'On the Beach ". along Atlantic 
Avenue. 

The Rev. George T. Stallings. 
pastor of First Colonial Baptist 
Church was also convicted in 
Municipal Court under 
provisions of the ordinance 
following his arrest for 
distribution of religiously 



orieitted material along Atlantic 
Avenue. He indicated an appeal 
of the conviction. 

The question of difficulities 
involved in the enforcement of 
such laws was discussed with 
Col. Favis. 



Davis pointed out that while 
police officers do not play an 
active role inthe fn-eparation of 
approval of City ordinances they 
are charged with the respon-

making the arrest. 

Davis continued that when a 
police officer is placed in the 
position of enforcing laws which 
people might feel are unjust 
"We're in the lime-light and our 
image is desfroyed. and we don' t 
like this. It is situations like 
this which cause people to loose 
respedKer police. ■ 

Wahab pointed to the present 
wordii^ of the ordinance as 
prohibiting the disfribution of 
any printed material on Virginia 
Beach streets, including all 
types of literature regardless of 
its nature, which was deemed as 
"liable to become litter ". 

He indicated that, in his 
opinion, the atsolute prohibition 
of distributing printed material 
on city streets was in strict 
violation of provisions of the 
Constitution of United States 
and the Slate of Vir^nia. 

After rendering his ruling 
Judge Wahab Wahab dismissed 
charges against Gary and 
Jones. Assistant City attorney 
Bruce Mills announced that in 
light of Wahab's deciston his 
office was dropping charges, 
against Stallings. 

City Attorney J Dale 
Bimson, following Wahab's' 
ruling, said he will recommend 
to City Council that a new or- 
dinance be drawn-up. 

When questioned on the 
possible contents of the or- 
dinance Bimswi said "We'll 
probably come up with 
something eliminating the 
distribution portion but 
retaining the littering portion".

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June 14th witnessed the open- 
ing of a new and different kind 
of psychiatric hosjdtal in the 
Tidewater area. The Tidewater 
Psychiatric Institute Is a 50- 
bed private mental health center 
offering a comprehensive pro- 
gram of diagnostic, consulta- 
tive, and treatment services to 
adults aiid adolescents. The 
new hospital, owned by a group 
of local psychiatrists. Is open 
to all psychltitrlsts upon ap- 
[dlcation for treatment of their 
patients. 

Dr. Stuart Ashman of Virginia 
Beach, Medical Director of the 
new hospital, noted that Tide- 
water Psychiatric Institute will 
be providing vitally needed 
treatment services which have 
not been previously available In 
the Tidewater area. It will be 
the first psychiatric hospital to 
offer extensive Intermediate in- 
patient treatment. This will 
provide care for those patients 
who otherwise would have to be 
hospitalized out ot this area. It 
will also provide diapostlc, and 
short term (acute treatment) 
care to meet the growing needs 
for these services In our com- 
munity. 

Tidewater Psychiatric Insti- 
tute is also bringing a new 
treatment approach to the Tide- 
water area. Dr.* Ashman stated 
that treatment in the Institute 
is centered around "the thera- 
peutic community". The thera- 
peutic community Is the use of 
a hlgjily structured social en- 
vironment to treat personality 
problems. Though new to Tide- 
water, this concept has been 
used successfully In other 
psychiatric hosidtals in this 
country and abroad. 

Dr. Julian Sellg, Clinical Di- 
rector of the new facility, 
described the treatment pro- 
gram of the hosi^tal as a thera- 
peutic community Inhabited by 
three sub communities or 
teams. There are currently 
tturee treatment teams; an in- 



termediate team for patients 
requiring treatntent for a few 
weeks or months; an acute team 
for evaluation and treatment for 
a few days or weeks; and an 
attending physician's team for 
psychiatrists who wish to con- 
tinue to treat their hospitalized 
patients wlthlng a structured 
psychiatric milieu. 

The basic treatment orien- 
tation for the intermediate and 
acute team is psychodynamlc 
group therapy.

"Ttere is no doubt, this is my 
grandchild: She was born right 
in this city of Soilngen." 

That statement last Thursday 
from a German woman, who 
wept as spoke to the editw of the 
. "SollngerTageblatt'inSolingen, 
Germany, established the 
identification of a young girl 
who died from injuries received 
three weel<s earlier in a 
mcrtorcycle accident in Virginia 
Beach. 

The identification of Dagmar 
Eiclcenberg by Mrs. Klara Sch- 
mand was made on the basis of a 
photo of the. young girl and in- 



formatlwj concerning her 
badtft-ound wWch was made 
public through the untiring 
efforts of Mrs, W.E. Hudglns. 
Sr.. of Alanton in Virginia 
Beach. 

Young Dagmar remained In a 
coma at Virgnia Beach General 
Hospital from the night of the 
accident until her transfer to the 
Medical College of Virginia 
hospital In Richmond. Va.. on 
July 12. She succombed to in- 
juries the next day. without ever 
regaining consciousness. 

Kfforts by VIrglrta Beach 
police, directed by Sgt. K.A, 
Helangia and officer LA. Silva. 
to establish her identity were to 



no avail. This investigation, 
which was conducted 
throughout IR states and was 
about to be launched throughout 
F^urope by means of the Army 
publication "Stars and Stripes;', 
failed to locate any rdatives or 
friends, 

Mrs, Hudglns said she was 
■moved by the story of her 
death, but nobody claimed her 
body ' and decided to see If she 
could do anything to identify 
her.

one to claim her " pleading with 
Dunkel to assist in locating 



relatives or establishing her 
identification, 

Mavor Dunkel was supplied 
with a copy of "Debbie's'* work 
permit application i^oto, along 
with facts that she listed her 
date of birth as July 1 1 . 1950 and 
that during her stay in Virginia 
Beach the girl had used a 
number of family names in- 
cluding Brama. Brahma and 
Burama. quoting local 
authorities with saying in- 
dications were that she may 
have been the daughter of a 
military family 

A search of Soilngen birth 
cwtlflcate records by Dunkel 
failed to be of any assistance. He

These records enabled Dunkel 
to establish Debbie" as 
possiblv being the dau^ter of 
Gerd and Gisela Eickenberg, 
Records also showed the 
Eickenbergs left Soligen on Dec, 
Ml 19M.

York, Dial Press, 1970. $4.95 

Are you familiar with 
"dollies," "joy pop," "mikes," 
and "skin popping"? These are 
all terms which are part of the 
current drug subculture, in- 
cluded in the glossary of this 
topical book on drugs. 

The author, a clinical 
psychologist, gives a vie# of the 
kind of people who are addicts 
and pushers, as .well as many 
others whose lives are scarred 
by drug use. "The basiis for the 
addiction-prone personality," he 
says, "is valuing things more 
than people, an early tendency 
to manij)ulate others verbally for 

selfish ends, and the absence of 
an ego ideal and conscience." 
He discusses the family and 
cultural influences, along with 
the legal and medical aspects of 
drug addiction and advocates 
treating the causes rather than 
the effects of drug abuse, 
establishing confronta^on 
groups, accepting the presence 
of community houses, and 
training fcH'mer addicts to be 
counselors.

Ifihe city alters ita plan, It will cost 
the taxpayer an additional <two hundred 
thousand dollars. If the developers tose 
. their street closure bid. a requirement for 
one of their largest businesses within the 



shopping center, they will lose the business 
and may lose the entire inroject. Tliis, a 
spokesman said, would cause financial 
ruhi. 

Admittedly the city needs that by-pass 
more desperately than it needs another 
shopping center that close to Pembroke 
MaU.

Elliott's cannisters also serve 
as a pretty good barometer for 
public opinion on the war in 
Vietnam. "When Lieutenant 
Cat ley was being tried, 
ttonalions went up quite a bit," 
Elliott said. Thinking people 
might give more money if they 
wo-e contributii^ to veterans ki 
govermnent hosfritals, Elliott 
chained a few of his signs, 
emphasizing the veteran. 
"Those cannisters with Vietnam 
written on them drew quite a 
few more donations than the 
others (those emphasizing the 
veteran)," ElMt said. 

"'Vou'd be surprised how 
many (jars) are tampered 
wiih."
